HEALTH ASSOCIATION CLARIFIES 
MEMBERSHIP PARTICULARS 


Dr* Thomas A* Christenscn revealed 
in an address before the membership 
of the Grocnbclt Health Association 
Monday evening, July 18, that — 

1* There is a possibility of a- 
nothcr doctor, a specialist in gyne¬ 
cology (science which treats of the 
diseases peculiar to women), obstetrics, 
and surgery, joining the staff at the 
Medical Center within a month or two * 

2* There is on the way an X-Ray 
machine for use at the Medical Center* 

3* There is being ordered more 
surgical equipment. 

4* Tonsil operations may be started 
at the Medical Center within about 
a month or two. 

5* Minor surgery has already beer, 
performed* 

6* Arrangements have been made with 
nearby hospitals to admit patients of 
the Grocnbclt Health Association* 

7* Provisions are being made to 
take care of maternity eases at the 
Medical Center (to include delivery 
as well as hospitalization of both 
mother and baby)* 

8* The medical profession is not 
opposing Grocnbclt’s health plan, but 
instead, has sanctioned it and is 
helping it. 

Dr* Christensen began his address 
by stating that he felt the cooperative 
health plan here ”is a good one, and 
I hope the citizens of Grocnbclt will 
have enough foresight to carry it 
through.” 

He was very emphatic in his state¬ 
ment that the Association could not 
operate on a "shoe string*” He urged 
the members to get behind the plan, 
to get more members, to get more equip¬ 
ment. said that, although it was a 
gamble for him to come to Grocnbclt, he 
was willing to gantei# ”on the integrity 
of the citizens.” H further stated 
that the new doctor coming here has the 
same outlook* 

The doctor spoke highly of Green- 
belt’s citizens, saying they were very j 
’’public spirited.” He commended the 
board of directors as being a most 
’’cooperative group of people*”

between the physician of. the Health As¬

It has been pointed out repeatedly 
that to the Health Association there is 
no such entity as a free patient. In 
this clinic all patients seen arc private 
eases, and receive the maximum attention 
possible in a Well-Baby Clinic so that 
the general health will bo held on a 
high standard# It, therefore, becomes 
the duty of the women to organize such 
a clinic and to mold it as quickly as i 
possible into a well knit unit whoso sole 
political object is to keep Grccnbclt as 
healthy a community as the babies want 
it to be#

A SUMMARY OF TIE STAND DIG COMMITTEE ! 

REPORTS PRESENTED AT TIE LAST CITI- \ 

ZENS ASSOCIATION MEETING, JULY 11 

1* Town Administration, diaries J. 

Spector, Chairman. 

In a recent committee meeting in the ' 
office of the Administration 3ldg. T/ith 
Messrs. Braden and Lastmor, the plan to 
sound the number of fire alarm blasts 
at the fire station so as to correspond 
*,7ith the respective fire alarm box pull¬ 
ed, vjus discussed. Although Mr, Brad on 
stated that it would be better to keep 
the citizens ignorant as to tho \;herc- 
abouts of tho fire so as to avoid a 
crov/d menace, the committee roports shear¬ 
ed that the plan of informing tho citizen 
as to the-whereabouts of the fires was 
warmly mot on all sides. The committee 
remonstrated that this so-callod "menace" 
would inevitably present itself in spito 
of all precautions, and, on tho othor 
hand, anxious parents would be warned 
to bo alort as to the whereabouts of 
their children, and the proximity of 
tho conflagration to thoir homes. Hr. 
Braden informed tho committee that there 
is at the present a plan under way to 
organize volunteer fire fighting. crews. 

Duo to tho fact that there aro so 
many adamant requests for lights in gar¬ 
ages to reduce petty thefts and vandal¬ 
ism and that there aro no available 
funds for such an extensive program. Hr. 
Braden suggests that consideration should 
be givon to tho installation of doors 
for garages which would be a normal ch¬ 
ar go of one dollar por month. 

Hindful of tho seriousness of the 
condition of the fruit depletion of 
fruit bearing trees by any number of 
boys every day, the committee recom¬ 
mended that a law be enacted making il¬ 
legal and punishable all acts of fruit 
picking in Grccnbclt, other than pres¬ 
cribed by lav;. 

Realizing the urgency regarding: the 
necessity for outside radio aerials, 
this matter has been placed into com-’ 
potent hands for expediency. Favorable' 
action and results may be soon expected. 

The question as to tho probable open- 
ing date of the motion picture theater 
still remains a rather complex situation 
in that no equipment is procurable so 
far. 

The likelihood of obtaining golf links 


for Grccnbclt through FV£A grants was in¬ 
vestigated by S.H. Dov/ns, after author¬ 
ization from the Athletic Committee at 
a recent Citizen*s Ass*n. meeting. Con- 
• grossman Gambill was contacted by Ur. 
Downs, and after sono correspondence, it 
was dotorained that such a grant could 
be made possible through the action of 
the town council. The Athletic Committ¬ 
ee has no report on the tennis courts 
as yet. 

Contrary to the report that the sod¬ 
ding of lawns would discontinue until 
August, Ur. Braden announced that tho 
sodding program will continue without 
interruption, but this program is entire¬ 
ly contingont upon the cooperation of 
the residents with regards to the water¬ 
ing of their respective lawns. The pre¬ 
sent water rates will continue until 
August. 

Humorous complaints detrimental to 
the comfort of many GreenbeIters have 
been received from time to tine. Park¬ 
ing of cars in driveways, children* s 
toys on pathways and driveways, pebble 
throwing with nalacious intention by 
small boys, and aeroplanes flying too 
low ever Grccnbclt arc tho most per¬ 
sistent complaints at the present.

I have your letter about the form¬ 
ation of a cooperative in Grccnbclt 
which I an glad to have for it rives 
me an opportunity to write in no un¬ 
certain toms that it is our desire 
and plan to proceed in every expedient 
. way with the organization of the coop¬ 
erative at Grccnbclt this fall. It is 
'.the sincere desire of every one cf us 
and wo have no other purpose in view. 
C.D.C. is spending a lot of its own 
nonoy in c<. nnoction with Grccnbclt 
and we do so with the idea of advanc¬ 
ing' consumer cooperation. We have all 
worked night and day on Grccnbclt 
natters and find joy and pleasure in 
doing so. 

Of course there will be rumors 
around Greehbelt as there are in every 
town in the country and most cf them 
arc- usually wrong. I think it should 
be our program to be frank and honest 
with the people of Grccnbclt and we 
shall bo glad to give the people any 
information which they sincerely seek. 

We have wanted to get the services 
well started before the cooperative 
was formed and we wanted the people 
of Grccnbclt to be acquainted with * 
each ether so they would be able to 
elect a fine Board of Electors of 
the finest people of the community and 
'to ,be able to recognize self-seeking 
ambition. -I an not aftaid of this 
at all at Grccnbclt because I think 
the people all know each' other well 
enough to be able to make fine choices. 

If anyone raises the question of 
what CDC nay get out of Grccnbclt. you 
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may tell them; a tremendous amount of 
hard work and the groat thrill of 
seoing a significant community develop 
on a cooperative basis* Financially 
v/c will not get enough out of Greon- 
belt to pay our costs, but we will be 
adequately compensated as wo see the 
people work out a fino plan of coop¬ 
erative activity. 

I think we have a fino Cooperative 
Organizing Committee at Grecnbelt and 
I am very sorry that circumstances 
have prevented my being with them as 
much as I would have liked. I have 
had the job of getting Grconhills. 
Greendale and Knickerbocker Village 
started. 

We arc now ready to go ahead, but 
it must be done step by step and we 
shall absolutely refuse to be stam¬ 
peded for we arc the trustees for all 
the people of Grecnbelt—and not for 
just a few. 

As you yourself know, we shall be 
glad to liavc you toll anyone that 
there is no way that I or any other 
officer can get any personal gain 
from Grecnbelt. Our salaries arc not 
paid by Grecnbelt and as you very 
likely know, ny own financial con¬ 
tributions to Grecnbelt activities 
have been considerable. 

Let 1 s not got peeved by anyone who 
mi sunders tends our motives and view¬ 
points but be frank with them and 
remember that when they know the 
truth they will understand what we 
aro trying to do—not for them, but 
with them. 

Letts get the best stores in the 
country going—lot* s be frank and 
fearless and honest and get to¬ 
gether for the real job of a fine 
cooperative at Grecnbelt. 

I have studied cooperatives from 
one end of the country to the 
and I know some of the difficulties 
involved. 

We must work very - closely with the 
Cooperative Organizing Committee and I 
want you to confer with them as much 
as you can. They are a fine group of 
people and have at heart the interests 
of the community.

This is a copy of a letter I nailed 
the Harvey Dairy this Monday morning after 
their handbill reached me Saturday morn¬ 
ing —I hope you have one of those. I*n 
saving nine for posterity. This letter 
is offerod you for publication. 

Liy dear Hr. Harvey: 

You nay recall that I was your first 
customer in Grecnbelt. Your Assistant 
Superintendent and I were photographed at 
ny door as I received the first bottle of 
milk delivered in Grecnbelt. 

By this tine you undoubtedly have my 
notice to discontinue your service. I 
have no complaint to rx.kc about the qua¬ 
lity of your products nor of your deliv¬ 
ery service. 

However, I resent keenly the first 
paragraph of your "explanation” for the 
advance in milk prices. This paragraph 
to which I refer is an affront to the 
intelligence of all thinking people, and 
I regard it particularly as an insult to 
the intelligence of tho housewives of 
Grecnbelt who pride themselves on their 
social-ninde dne s s. 

You may not believe in the Social Se¬ 
curity and Unemployment Insurance program 
and you certainly have a right to your 
opinion whatever it may be. Hov/cvcr, I 
do not think that y<5u have tho right, 
moral or ethical, to propagandize against 
such a program through the medium of this 
handbill you have distributed to your cus¬ 
tomers. It is apparent that you seek to 
discredit either the administration rcs- 
sponsiblc for the program or the program 
itself. 

• Here in Grecnbelt we 'have consumer 
study groups known as the Better Buyers 
Club with a membership of over 200 house¬ 
wives, to whom I shall present your cir¬ 
cular for study. 

Please, understand that I do not ob¬ 
ject to the increase in price of milk, 
not being sufficiently well informed to 
make intelligent objection.

Packers wore buying 65 different sizes 
and shapes of preserve jars; only 9 are 
manufactured now, and in such wholesale 
lots as to bring down the price paid by 
the housewife for a jar of preserves,

Bureau of Standards had standardized 
labels of sizes and qualities so that 
those companies labeling their pajamas a 
Bureau of Standards size C would all be 
selling the same size garment as Size C. 

Mrs Trettor summarized for this group 
the studios made by her discussion group 
on how to avoid *kitchon poisons* during 
the summer months. 

Mrs. Harper, who has boon Groenbelt’s 
representative in Prince George’s County 
efforts to get a milk ordinance, led a 
round tablo discussion of this community 
milk problem.

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HEALTH NOTES

But a brief quarter of c. century ago, 
it was not only a precarious procedure 
for a nether to give birth to a baby but 
it was also an equally clangorous process 
to be born. If the dangers to a baby's 
life did not threaten existence at birth, 
there was still the period of early in¬ 
fancy to face, a period where such things 
as infections of-the newborn, sunner di¬ 
arrheas, uncontrolled diphthcris and a 
host of other diseases lay ready to cun- 
bush the infant. Our grandmothers have 
vivid and unpleasant memories cf child¬ 
birth and the rearin; of children under 
the conditions of a quarter of a century 
ago. Today the compiled statistics show 
that there has been a croat reduction 
in the mortality and the morbidity rates. 
In these trying times when the public 
opinion has boon moulded t,o a point 
where people arc asking for more attention 
thru public health and thru clinics, it 
,is a source of professional pride to 
realize that the groat advances came 
thru the individual physicians who feu: ht 
the battles ngainst disease in the front 
line trenches at the patient's bedside. 
Through them and thru the. cooperation cf 
countless mothers has now cone an err. un¬ 
parr ailed in medical history. 

Today the mother-to-be no longer faces 
an ordeal or the torture of unccrtainity. 
Today the mother approaches her physician 
with confidence. He oxnmip.es her, .dis¬ 
cusses the possibilities cf her problem 
with or, and fives her the advice so ncc- 
ccssary to go thru a period of strain with 
a feeling of well beinp. He is hers to 
command for any' problem that night beset 
her. To the*father-to-be the physician 
handline the ease is an ever accessible 
storehouse of information to explain and 
to advise about the ease ir. question. 

Other apcncics such as public health bal- * 
lotins, public health nursing. services do 
their share in bringing a great deal of 
( fundomcntal knowledge tc the people and in 
carinf for the more obvious thinpc. How¬ 
ever, in the last analysis the expectant 
mother * laces her real s 0 ncc of security 
in the doctor oarinf for her. To him she 
will explain what is worryinf her and may 
reasonably expect an explanation which 
vri.ll take care of the immediate needs. 


When the baby is born and faces a world 
frau.fht with dancers, there is again a 
nc.ed — the need of securing for the help¬ 
less infant ail the advantafes of nodical 
science so that he will prow stronf and 
healthy. At birth the baby's eyes arc 
treated so that the horrible eye afflic- 
tions of the past arc now rarities. Also 
at this time the umbilical cord is dressed 
and cared for so the sepsis of the new¬ 
born is kept at a low percentage. In 
addition to these, congenital defects or 
developmental defects arc also noted so 
that early treatment is instituted. As 
the infant passes the period of transition 
from dependence on mother to a. more in¬ 
dependent existence, all the resources 
available arc again mustered to care for 
him. His nutrition must be maintained on 
a high level thru a carefully planned and 
well Populated repine. 

Proper food and adequate care fuarantce 
to the infant a-heretofore uncaunlcd de¬ 
gree of security. Later as he passes into 
early childhood, the immunizations will 
then guarantee a protection against com¬ 
municable diseases comparable with the 
best that can be -offered. Throughout his 
growing years he is constantly protected 
against the inroads of disease. 

In summary of this week's column, the 
writer wishes to Reiterate that in the 
year 1938, every expectant mother has a 
right to the best care possible that med¬ 
ical science can offer, TThild other 
agencies may help, it is her personal 
physician alone who appreciates her in¬ 
dividual problems and it is he who is able 
to help- her solve them. Accept nc sub¬ 
stitute for his advice. To .the baby now 
born, the writer wishes to hold out a warm 
welcome and an assurance that we, already 
here, want to give to him every advantage 
known-in the year 1938,

(Hot the ticks of a clock)

(Editor’s Notes- The following contri¬ 
bution the subject was -written be¬ 
fore John Array’s article appeared in 
last week’s Cooperator#* As it supple¬ 
ments the first article in an interest¬ 
ing manner, we are delighted to print 
it, too*) 

Many of us have heard tell of ticks 
and of stories about then* However, no 
one to whom I have spoken could give me 
scientific facts concerning these little 
posts# I do not wish to burden the read¬ 
ers of this article with' scientific ter¬ 
minology and data but wish merely to pre¬ 
sent some important facts about them. 
Fortunately, as yet, we have had no cases 
of the dreaded Rocky Mountain Spotted 
Fever in our community, although many of • 
our citizens have been bitten by these 
dangerous and obnoxious pests# 

WHEN TICKS APPEAR ; Ticks appear in the 
early spring and most numerous during 
May, June and July* They disappear 
rapidly in August. 

WHERE TICKS ARE FOUND :' TICKS ARE FOUND 
mostly in low vegetation, such as grass, 
weeds and low bushes not exceeding 18 
or 20 inches# Thoy tend to concentrate 
along the sides of trails and in the 
bushes along the edges of wooded areas* 
They are also numerous along roadsides 
and grassy strips in the middle of roads 
that are not frequently used# 

MIAT TICKS LOOK LIKE: Wien ticks are un¬ 
fed thoy arc very flat and grayish-brown 
in color# After they have gorged them¬ 
selves with blood, they become darker, 
rounder, and more distended in size# 

Ticks have 8 legs and thus wc can dis¬ 
tinguish them from insects since all 
insects have only 6 legs* 

UNWELCOME HITCH-HIKERS: Mien wc ramble 
in the woods, walk along trails, pick 
berries, walk along unfrequented raods, 
or even sit on the lawn, we are una¬ 
ware of the fact that these pests arc 
attaching themselves tc our clothes in 
preparation for a free ride and a free 
meal# Nature has so modified their 
structure, that they are invariably suc¬ 
cessful in attaching themselves to some 
passing animal, be ho Grccnbcltian or 
mouse* It seems that wc pick them up 
in those places where wc least expect 
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to find them. 

UNGRATEFUL RIDERS: Ticks are very un¬ 
grateful companions because they don’t 
ask our permission to ride; and last 
but not least, they don’t ask whether we 
want a dreadful and often fatal disease 
in return for our Southern hospitality. 
THEY ARE COVJARDS AND BURGLARS : Mien a 
tick drops on an animal it docs not 
start to feed at once but usually spends 
gone time in searching for a suitablo 
area on the body where it cannot be de¬ 
tected# The hairy parts, especially 
along the back of the head or in the 
armpits arc often chosen. A previous¬ 
ly unfed infected tick may attach itself 
to the body end feed for a few hours 
without transmitting the infection, after 
this time it becomes highly infectious# 

A tick may be on your body for days and 
you may not know it; you may feel an 
Itch, you will scratch the itching, spot, 
and then let it go at that# Micnevor 
you do feel an itch, make sure to in*? 
vestigato in order to find the cause; it 
is very likely that the itch may be 
due to the bite of the tick# 

REMOVING TICKS : Most people on finding 
a,tick attached to the body immediately 
pull the tick off or try to brush it off# 
They find that the head of the tick will 
remain in their skin although the body 
of the tick has either been pulled or 
brushed off# I spoke to at least ten 
Greenbclt people who have encountered 
these pests and each one had a differ¬ 
ent method for removing ticks and each 
person was sure that his method was the 
best and only one. To be more scienti¬ 
fic, I looked up the method prescribed 
by the United States Public Health Ser¬ 
vice# Bnlow I will quote the method 
from U.S.P.H. report of May 5, 1933* 
’’Ticks may be removed from man and 
domestic*animals with the fingers, but 
a better-plan is to use a pair of small 
forceps or tweezers* With these the 
tick may be seized by the head, close 
to the skin, and easily removed# There 
is no danger of leaving the tick's head 
embedded in the skin. Care should be 
exercised against crushing the tick, as 
the contents of infected ticks are dan¬ 
gerous* .After removing or handling 
ticks, the hands should bo washed thor¬ 
oughly with soap and water*”

(TICKS Cont*d from page 18) 
for ticks; better still, have someone 
else inspect you# Wear such clothing 
as will prevent ticks from getting un¬ 
derneath# It is best to wear high boots 
leggings, puttees, or socks on the out¬ 
side of the pants# With suqh precaution 
the ticks will be found crawling on the 
outside of the clothing and can be re¬ 
moved from the neck when contact with 
the skin makes their presence.known. 

A good habit to acquire is to,pass the 
hand over the neck occasionally# T]je 
following precautions are listed in 
ordor of importance: 

(1) Avoid ticks# - • - - -. ; - 

(2) Remove ticks as soon as possible# 

(3) Be vaccinated# 

I cannot stress enough the importance 
of examining children*s clothing after 
they have rambled in the woods or roll¬ 
ed on the lawns# Children often bring 
ticks into the household# 

I hope this article will not have 
the effect of keeping you from enjoy¬ 
ing the great out-of-doors this sum¬ 
mer# It is well however, to rccog- 
nizo the dangers of tick bites and
